Twenty-six criminal and six juvenile cases were disposed of 
during the year ending January 31, 1921. Of this number seven 
criminal cases were heard by special Justice Frank B. Lewis. By 
reason of my appointment as Judge of Probate of Coos County, I 
resigned the’ office of Justice of this Court on October 23rd, 1920, as 
the same individual cannot hold both positions by appointment of the 
Governor under our state constitution. During the seventeen years 
that I have held the position of Justice of this and the old Whitefield 
Police Court, I wish to acknowledye the many courtesies extended to 
me by officers of the court and citizens. The late Lorenzo F. 
Follensby was the Chief of Police and Deputy Sheriff during prac- 
tically all of this period. He was a very efficient and accommodating 
officer, never lacking in courage or hesitating in the performance of 
his duty no matter how disagreeable it might be. The misguided 
criminal, the anruly child and the public all held him in like esteem. — 
The death of ‘*Ren” is lamented by as many people, both in Whitefield 
and the surrounding towns as has been the passing of any citizen of 


Whitefield within recent years.
